I was in the lobby of the Bates 
Hou se, In dian apolis, in the ev en in g of 
Mr. Lin coln ’s a rriv al on his way to 
his in au g u ration ; saw him with su ­ 
preme delig ht ex chan g in g g reetin g s 
with the hearts that thron g ed abou t 
him; saw him back to back with Gen er­ 
a l “ S ol” Meredith in a comparison 
of heig hts; saw him the n ex t morn in g 
on the hotel balcon y in the same 
bu oy an cy of spirit, as he briefly a d­ 
dressed the g atherin g of people on 
W ashin g ton street; saw, at the same 
time, Mr. an d Mrs. Thomas Hen dricks 
a t the open win dow directly ov er the 
balcon y . 
The fu tu re g ov ern or’s face 
as he looked down u pon the fu tu re 
presiden t, was n ot radian t with smiles, 
bu t wore mu ch su ch an ex pression , we 
imag in e, 
as man tled 
that of Kin g 
D av id’s wife, when , lookin g throu g h 
a win dow, g reatly to her disg u st, she 
saw him, “ leapin g an d dan cin g ,” as 
the ark of the cov en an t cams in to the 
holy city —an d sh e“ dispised him in 
her heart.” 
The smile of on e an d the 
frown of the other hav e n ot been ef­ 
faced by the flig ht of y ears. 
I read 
la a su mmer the tablet on the Clay - 
px >l Hotel, 
commemorativ e of the 
ev en t, an d its location of the balcon y , 
is, I thin k, approx im ately , if n ot en ­ 
tirely correct, as I stood directly op­ 
posite the speaker. 
The fin al in ciden t was the detou r en 
rou te to the station , for the open c a r­ 
riag e had scarcely left the hotel g oiog 
eastward on W ashin g ton street, be­ 
fore it was su rrou n ded by an eag er, 
an x iou s thron g —crowdin g , jammin g , 
pu shin g , shov in g —each an d ev ery on e 
striv in g with mig ht an d main for the 
n earest approach to the object of 
admiration with ev iden t pu rpose of a 
han dshake. 
I hav e seen it stated that 
the carriag e wheels were seized, an d 
the v ehicle lifted from the g rou n d an d 
carried forward in its cou rse, bu t, if 
don e, the feat was n ot accomplished 
while u n der 
my observ ation .

of 
Similar scen es in the lon g ag o, g ood 
old Au g u st election day s in my n ativ e 
town of Brown stown , when a fistic, 
rou g h an d tu mble “ trial of man hood, ” j 
wou ld brin g a su rg in g , cheerin g , h u r­ 
rahin g crowd arou n d the combatan ts, 
ev ery on e doin g his lev el best for an 
in side v iew of the ou tcome.

Mr. Han cock died early in the morn ­ 
in g of Feb. 1st, after a prolon g ed 
stru g g le an d keen est su fferin g . 
The 
cau se of his death was can cer of the 
back, which beg an to dev elop last 
su mmer while he an d his wife were 
v isitin g Georg e 
Pfaffen berg er an d 
other relativ es at Sey mou r. 
After a 
short local treatm en t at the Sey mou r 
hospital he seemed to improv e an d it 
was n ot thou g ht that the disease was 
of a seriou s n atu re. 
Bu t after his re­ 
tu rn to his K an sas home he wen t to a 
hospital 
in K an sas City , Kan sas, 
where the doctors performed an opera­ 
tion an d pron ou n ced it can cer. 
He 
was taken back to his home in Edn a, 
where all that medical skill an d lov ­ 
in g han ds cou ld do was don e for his 
relief, bu t after man y weeks of ag on y 
he y ielded u p his spirit to its Maker. 
Du rin g the y ears of health an d pros­ 
perity he was a g ood, moral man , an d 
a chu rch member, bu t lacked spiritu al 
life, as he fran kly stated on his death 
bed bu t when he kn ew that he mu st 
die, he tu rn ed to God with all his 
heart an d fou n d the “ pearl of g reat 
price.” 
Then , du rin g the la9 t day s, 
he ex horted his frien ds an d relativ es 
to seek first the “ kin g dom of God an d 
His rig hteou sn ess.” 
The fu n eral serv ice was held at the 
Methodist chu rch, of which he was a 
member, an d wa9 larg ely atten ded, 
man y hav in g to stan d du rin g the ser­ 
v ice.

Flicken g er, preached a ten ­ 
der, helpfu l sermon .

FARMING IN INDIA 


R c U g lo o * K ite* R eq u ired T h r o u g h ­ 
out th e E n tir e Meawon. 
Agricultural 
practice 
in 
southern 
India from start to finish requires re­ 
ligious rites, says the Madras Mail. 
In the Tamil districts the agricul­ 
tural year commences about April. On 
April 23 the cultivators of a village 
consult a “valluvan,'’ who fixes for 
them the kind of wood that they should 
cut and take away. He is supposed to 
settle the question as the result of as­ 
trological observations made on the 
commencement 
of 
the 
Tamil 
New 
Year’s day, which falls about April 13. 
Each cultivator then takes a little cam- 
phor, some incense, a few plaintaius 
and a cocoanut, and with others assem­ 
bled for the purpose he proceeds to the 
forests, where he worships the tree he 
is about to cut, offering the plaintains 
and the cocoanut. 
Then he lops ofl! 
the first branch, taking good care that 
it falls on the right side. 
In each year 
the side is different. 
Prosperity to 
himself and his cat!’ ' is firmly be­ 
lieved to dei»end very much upon this. 
He then cuts away the required quan­ 
tity of wood and takes it home. 
Another day is then selected, soon 
after the early rains of 
the same 
month, by the “valluvan” and then the 
greatest event of the agricultural year 
occurs. 
Each ryot takes the wood lie 
has selected for the plow, which is 
newly fitted up and taken to the field, 
where the bullocks are tied to it, and 
behind it stand other plows with teams 
of 
oxen tied to them, while large 
crowds assemble around the teams. 
The principal plowman then daubs 
the pair of oxen tied to the new plow 
with 
aniline 
powder and turmeric 
paste; he lights camphor and burns 
incense before it, breaks a cocoanut 
and with it he makes an offering of 
a pot of jaggery water and parched 
grain and Bengal 
gram. 
Then 
he 
drives the plow across the field, pre­ 
ceded by the other plowmen, and after 
a few rounds the oxen are unyoked 
and the offerings distributed to those 
present.

sands of tilings and machines to make 
things plied up on the wharf by the 
acre.

In the ease of Colt vs. O’Conner et 
al., 109 New York Supplement, 089, 
recently before tin* Supreme Court of 
New York, a woman who had married 
testator in good faith, and had nursed 
him through a long illness, keeping 
their marriage secret at his request; 
was allowed to recover damages for the 
injury caused by marrying her while 
he had a wife living. 
The Supreme 
Judicial 
Court 
of 
Maine in Smart vs. Aroostook Lumber 
Company, OS Atlantic Reporter. 327, 
held that, although tin* defendant log­ 
ging company 
had monopolized tlje 
commercial 
business on a navigable 
stream by filling it with floating logs, 
plaintiff was entitled to its use for 
access to his summer cottage, and that 
navigation for the purpose of mere 
pleasure is as much within the protec­ 
tion of the law as a use for coiuner- 
cial purposes. 
Plaintiffs, attorneys, were engaged 
by defendant’s agent and sent plead­ 
ings by his other attorneys, but there 
was no proof of authority on the part 
of any of these persons to contract for 
the payment of attorney's fees, and the 
New Jersey Court of Errors and Ap­ 
peals in Bentley vs. Fidelity and De­ 
posit Company, GO Atlantic Reporter, 
202, held that no recovery could he had 
without proof of such contract, and 
that no liability arose from the simple 
fact of performance of services, as they 
were presumed to be gratuitous. 
In Farrell vs. Manhattan 
Market 
Company, 84 Northeastern 
Reporter, 
481, it appeared that 
paliutlff 
pur­ 
chased a chicken at a bargain counter, 
and on eating a p >rtion of it suffered 
from ptomaine ¡xiisoning. 
The deter­ 
mining factor of the ease was a ques­ 
tion of evidence as to whether the deal­ 
er was responsible for plaintiff’s choice 
of the fowl or whether she made her 
choice without reliance on his skill. 
The Supreme Judicial Court of Massa­ 
chusetts held that the burden of proof 
on this proposition was on plaintiff and 
that she had failed to sustain it. 
The son-in-law of plaintiff was Jan­ 
itor of an apartment house, in the base­ 
ment of which he resided. While plain­ 
tiff was there she was seized with ery­ 
sipelas. 
Defendant, 
1 lie 
landlord, 
learning this, told the janitor that if 
she were not removed by noon he would 
coll an officer and put them all out. 
Thereujion the plaintiff left. 
In Tuck­ 
er vs. Burt. 113 Northwestern Report­ 
er, 722, she claimed damages for the 
resulting aggravation of her malady. 
The Supreme Court of Michigan held 
the janitor was merely an employe, not 
a tenant; that he had no right to en­ 
tertain a guest obnoxious to defendant I 
and that defendant violated no duty in 
causing her removal. 


BRIGANDS OF TONKIN. 


Live* of N ative Soldier* Too P r e d o « 
to Ilink Aicnlniit Them. 
The outlaws of Tonkin, whom the 
French 
«ailed 
pirates, -are, properly 
»{leaking, brigands who infest the coun­ 
try both on land and water, says the 
South China News. 
One of their resorts is the province 
of Bacninh, where they have just mur­ 
dered a French officer. 
There the 
brigands openly and successfully defy 
the forces of the government. 
Long 
Immunity In that quarter has made 
them numerous and formidable. 
This 
need arouse no wonder, 
considering 
that the troops in the field consist of 
native soldiers whose lives are too pre­ 
cious to be risked in frontal attacks on 
brigand fastnesses. 
Just before the murder of the officer 
a band of brigands made their appear­ 
ance on the railway line between Ha­ 
noi and Bacninh and inflicted loss on 
some 
native levies who encountered 
them. 
Upon this the resident sent for 
a detachment of native regulars to deal 
a blow a t the enemy. The troops met 
the brigands intrenched in a village, 
one house in which they had turned 
into a fortress, so to speak. 
The commander of the troops found 
himself in a fix. To send the regulars 
across the open to carry the strong­ 
hold by storm, under heavy fire from 
the brigands, meant heavy loss and 
certain death to many of his men to 
little pur{)ose. 
The only alternative 
was to blow up the house along with' 
its garrison. 
But this resource failed 
him from no explosives being at hand. 
The result was that the brigands os 
caped. 
A Haiphong paper rightly wonders 
why the troops in the field are not sup­ 
plied with melinite bombs. 
Such en­ 
gines of destruction would save much 
loss of life among the soldiery opera­ 
ting against the brigands. 
Y'et no bombs are supplied to the 
troops, though the brigands have often 
lefied them safely from fortified houses, 
vhich the troops would not attack from 
fear of a loss of life not worth while 
to incur against outlaws.

T h e G r e a t C lr c u *. 
The Co liseum, massive as it 
was, 
was a mere to y in co mpariso n with 
the G reat Circus, which filled the val­ 
ley between the Palatine and Aven- 
tine bills. 
The Co liseum is said to 
have been able to seat 80,000 peo ple 
while the seating capacity o f the Great 
Circus was, at different perio ds, 150,- 
000, 250,000, and lastly 380,000 specta­ 
to rs. 
The Great Circus was pro bably 
the mo st 
stupendo us 
building 
ever 
erected fo r public spectacles.

A r e D e n t W it h o u t I n j u r y . 
Saxho rns, so called after a famo us 
Belgian family named Sax, who in­ 
vented and intro duced these in stru ­ 
ments abo ut the middle o f the last 
century, are the mainstay o f all mo dern 
brass bands. 
They are m anufactured 
in many different » izes, fro m high so - 
-prano to the huge co ntrabass o r bo m­ 
bardo n, aud the mo st impo rtant o f the 
lo t is the eupho nium, which supplanted 
the no w o bso lete “serpents” and o phl- 
cleides. The tallest saxho rn ever made 
stands eight feet high and co ntains 
mo re than fo rty feet o f tubing. 
The advantage o f seamless o r “so lid 
draw n” tubes fo r such instrum ents as 
tro mbo nes and ho rns is co nsiderable, 
since, no m atter ho w go o d the jo int 
may be, so o ner o r later the actio n o f 
the breath will wear away the so lder. 
To bend these thin brass tubes w ith­ 
o ut splitting o r denting the metal was 
at o ne time very difficult, but, thanks 
to a mo st ingenio us artifice, the o pera­ 
tio n is no w bo th safe and simple. The 
tube is first washed o ut with a chemical 
substance, such as is used by plumbers 
to prevent so lder fro m adhering where 
it is no t wanted, and it is then co m­ 
pletely filled with mo lten lead po ured 
in fro m a ladle. 
Thus suppo rted fro m 
within, the brass is easily urd safely 
bent to the required shape, the lead 
being afterw ard remo ved 
by 
heat.— 
Pearso n’s.

The postal committee of 
Congress, appointed two y ears ago, will 
recommend that a permanent director 
of posts, with seven assistants. l>e pro­ 
vided for, and that the four offices of 
Assistant Pastuiaster General lie abol­ 
ished. 
Postmaster General Mey er is 
urging postal savings banks and rural 
parcels post, and his probable succes­ 
sor, Mr. Hitchcock, favors these im­ 
provements. 
The parcels

probably be profitable to the depart­ 
ment. besides conferring benefit on the 
public. 
'Hie deficit this y ear is the 
largest ever rejxirted—nearly seventeen 
million dollars—and although the post- 
office is not intended to make money, 
any effort to put it on a pay ing basis 
should meet with favor in Congress. 


If there remains in the mind of any ­ 
one a lingering doubt of the wisdom 
of Congress in making the Census of­ 
fice a permanent bureau, it should be 
dispelled by a ¡>erusal of the direct­ 
ions report, Just issued. 
All the more 
by contrast with some other depart­ 
ments of the government, the Census 
Bureau shines as an example of effi­ 
ciency and economical administration 
in the handling of a great public work. 
Heretofore, because of the increase 
¡11 
population from one decade to another, 
each new census has cost about one- 
half more than that which immediate­ 
ly preceded it. 
That which will be 
taken in 1910, however, the director es 
tlmates will cost little If any more 
than the one taken ten y ears ago; and 
this in spite of the fact that there has 
not only been the usual increase in pop­ 
ulation, but an especially 
large 
in­ 
crease among Immigrants, a class diffi­ 
cult and expensive to enumerate. This 


great saving—about $0,000,000—Is di* 
rectly due to the fact that the bureau 
is 
now 
a 
permanent 
organization, 
which has been brought to a high state 
of efficiency. 
There will be no loss of 
time In getting started, or breaking in 
and try ing out of green clerks, 
110 test­ 
ing of new sy stems. 
Moreover, a new 
ty pe of tabulating machine, devised and 
built by the bureau, will be in use. 
In the past the government has rented 
machines for this pur j wise. but an in­ 
ability to agree as to price with the 
company which owned them let! to the 
invention and building of other ma­ 
chines, which have been found to do 
the work better and more cheaply. 
It 
is hoped also that Congress will make 
it possible to pay operators of these 
machines by piece-work instead of by 
ihe day , as that will still further re­ 
duce the cost. The director recommends 
that, of the 65,000 enumerators who 
will be necessary for the next census, 
as many as possible be taken from ed­ 
ucational institutions, and that women 
as well as men be employed. 


It will be remembered that the first 
suggestion of temporary contract mar­ 
riages, or marriages expressly limited 
to ten-y ear terms, came from that bold 
radical and 
disciple 
of “the comic 
spirit,” George Meredith. 
Some of his 
admirers were shocked, while others 
regarded the idea as at least semi-hu­ 
morous In conception and intended ef­ 
fect. 
But the writers of short stories 
saw “possibilities,” artistically speak­ 
ing, in it. and two or three attempted 
to depict the misery , the injustice, the 
cruel misunderstandings that trial m ar­ 
riages or limited, 
renewable 
unions 
would entail. 
Liter an * nerican wom­ 
an, an educator and st.. .‘¡it of sociol­ 
ogy. in an elaborate text book on the 
family , threw out the hint that in the 
future one solution for the evil of 
hasty , Ill-considered unions and equally 
hasty divorces may be sought in trial 
marriages. 
That hint raised a verita­ 
ble storm of criticism 
and 
censure. 
Now, curiously enough, It is at a na­ 
tional congress of Russian women, the 
first of the kind ever held in the Czar’s 
empire, that experimental 
marrlnges 
are seriously proposed and defended. 
Several delegates, It is reported by ca­ 
ble, argued that the union for life is 
often “immoral” and the cause of de­ 
ceit, sin and unhappiness, and that ex­ 
perimental marriages should be tried in 
the interest of morality , the true home, 
the welfare of society. 
It is scarcely 
surprising to learn that “opponents” of 
the idea “were not lacking"; rather is 
it surprising to hear that more than 
one delegate really and earnestly be­ 
lieves in trial marriages as an improve­ 
ment from the high social and ethical 
point of view- on the perpetual union. 
However. Russia is proverbially a land 
of strange contrasts, of extreme radi­ 
calism and fanatical conservatism, of 
culture and barbarism, of ultra-mod­ 
ern fads and the deejiest Ignorance. 
Russia has had Nietzsche cults, Oscar 
Wilde cults, decadent and 
superman 
movements In life and letters. 
Lit- 
terly her best thinkers have complained 
that the defeat of the revolution has 
been followed by intellectual and lit­ 
erary chaos. 


S l e r nt - ' * I >t*<* t i t u I i o n. 
Laurence Sterne, the writer, was the 
victim of the in tensest i>overty. 
A lit 
tie time before bis death being In a 
state of destitution, be went one even­ 
ing to borrow £ 5 from his friend Gar­ 
rick.

Ho heard the merry laughter and. gen­ 
tly replacing the uplifted knocker, re­ 
traced his steps. 
We never feel our miseries so keenly

band who behaves unkindly to his wife 
deserves to have his house burn down 
over his head.” 
“ If y ou think so,” said Garrick quiet­ 
ly, “I hope y ours is well insured.”

RABBITS IN TASMANIA. 


G o v e r n m e n t 
I m p o r t a t i o n 
o f 
W i r e 
\ e t t l n * c I rjg * * d to f' n r b T h e m . 
In a debate in the parliament of Tas­ 
mania with reference to wire-netting 
protection against the rabbit pest, the 
remarks which were made suggest the 
excellent market Tasmania’ would af­ 
ford for wire netting, say s Consular 
and Trade Report. 
One member stated that they were 
endeavoring to promote closer settle­ 
ment on crown lands, giving advances 
to settlers, promoting immigration and 
doing their best to Induce people to go 
m the land and keep them there. But 
they were doing nothing to cope with 
the great evil small farmers had to con­ 
tend against—the rabbit pest. The gov­ 
ernment lands were overrun by the pest 
ind little was done to keep them down 
by poisoning. They had tried trapping, 
«■¿’.noting and poisoning in some quar­ 
ters, but the pest still multiplied, while 
the birds and the flocks and herds were 
poisoned. In the district he represented 
this was a matter that affected the very 
life of the farmers. One man had writ­ 
ten to him that he had been farming 
twenty y ears and it was questionable 
if he could go any longer because of 
the rabbits. The only effectual way to 
leal with the pest, he held, was with 
wire netting. The settlers did not want 
me penny from the government, but 
they asked that the government import 
wire netting, sell it to the settlers at 
?ost price and give them a reasonable 
time to pay for it. 
Another member said that he thought 
the government should help to exter­ 
minate the rabbit pest just as it was 
try ing to do with the San Jose scale, 
and if the government would only im­ 
port a few hundred miles of wire net­ 
ting it would be able to get It much 
cheaper than any settler who wanted 
a few miles only of the fencing. 
The 
government should at least try to pre­ 
vent the small 
farmers from 
being 
ruined by rabbits bred on the crown 
lands. 
Another member said that the 
lay ing of rabbit poison did a great deal 
of harm by the wholesale destruction of 
native birds, kangaroo, wallaby 
and 
other game. 
Years ago tne black and 
white magpies, most useful birds to 
the farmers, were to be seen In hun­ 
dreds, while to-day very few could be 
seen. 
Fur catching and caging one of 


these magpies there was a heavy fine, 
y et they were poisoned wholesale. 
If 
the 
government 
would 
provide 
the 
settlers with wire netting at cost price 
It would be an immense boon. 
Some 
of 
the 
members 
doubted 
whether the government could properly 
go into the business of selling wire 
netting and whether it could afford the 
big expense of wire netting the crown 
lands. 
It was urged on tin* other hand 
that the government of 
New 
South 
Wales had purchased wire netting and 
sold it to farmers at cost price and 
Tasmania ought to do the same. 
The 
premier of Tasmania said that the pro­ 
posal 
to provide wire netting 
for 
settlers and others who would wire net 
their lands would receive the serious 
consideration of the government. 


EXPLORATON BY BALLOON. 


D u t c h O f f i c e r I ' I h i i n to Go O v e r N e w 
G n t u e a In T h in W a y . 
An attempt will lie made next y ear 
to explore a part of New Guinea by 
balloon, say s the Boston Herald. This 
great island, the largest in the world 
excepting Greenland, Is difficult to ex­ 
plore. 
It abounds In swamps, dense 
tropical forests and hostile tribes. Dr. 
Pocli two y ears ago found tribes only 
fifteen miles inland from the coast of 
German New Guinea that bad never 
been seen by white men. 
The chief of the mining department 
of British New Guinea in his last an­ 
nual report said that, though gold had 
been found in many parts of the moun- 
;ains. the cost of prospecting further 
afield was almost prohibitive, because 
parties have to hew their way through 
the tropical vegetation and are likely 
at a n y time to Ik* attacked by the na­ 
tives. The worst savages are in Dutch 
New Guinea, two-thirds of which is 
still unexplored. 
These are the reasons why 
Lieut. 
Rambaldo, of the Dutch navy , an ex­ 
perienced aeronaut, has been author­ 
ized to make an experimental balloon 
trip next y ear across the western part 
of Dutch New Guinea for purposes of 
exploration. 
His plans are all made 
and his government is backing the en­ 
terprise. 
lie will travel In a free-air balloon 
and he has the utmost confidence that, 
ascending from (.‘ape Steenboom on the 
south coast, he will land at the foot of 
Geelvlnk bay, on the north shore. The 
meteorological conditions seem to jus­ 
tify his faith. 
From April till October the southeast 
trade winds can be counted upon as 
regularly as the daily appearance of 
the sun. 
From October till April the 
northwest monsoon takes Its turn. Ram- 
baldo will choose some fine day In June 
next for his ascent, and lias no doubt 
he will be carried almost due north­ 
west and will land somewhere near the 
shore of Geelvlnk bay . 
Upon the success of this short air 
voy age depends future endeavor of this 
sort in New Guinea. 
The distance in a 
straight line is only 2<N» miles, and the 
balloon explorer expects to make It in 
the day light of one day . 
Of course, he will be equipped to see 
and record a great deal. 
He will have 
a number of the special cameras now 
used In balloons, and he expects to se­ 
cure panoramic views of 
the earth 
below and on both sides of him through­ 
out the Journey. 
Ilis course will take him about mid­ 
way across the Carl Louis mountains, 
and he thinks it very likely that he 
will be able to count all the snow peaks 
in that mighty range. The plains, for­ 
ests. rivers, lakes and hills will all be 
caught on his photographic plates, and 
Rambaldo believes that this material 
will suffice for the production of an 
excellent map of the region above which 
he will float. 
If the journey succeeds it will afford 
a good idea of the topography of an al­ 
most unknown region.

JURED GREEN CORN.

Because fiteen acres of sweet corn 
which James Ayer. a farmer of Unity, 
Me., had planted for filling the farm 
silo was permitted to stand until 
Hip 
ears were in the milk before cutting, 
Miss 
Mildred 
Ayer. 
the 
farm er’s 
16-year-old daughter, was able to earn 
$225 by husking and boiling the unripe 
ears and curing them for winter use 
after a method practiced by the early 
Dutch settlers of New York. 
Having husked her corn and boiled 
ft in the ear, she cut away the fat ker­ 
nels with a thin knife and placed the 
shelled green corn 
011 screens covered 
with mosquito bar netting above tbe 
family cook stove, where ft remained 
until the kernels became hard and had 
shrunk more than one-half 
in 
bulk 
from dry ing. 
All that remained to do 
was to tie tbe dried corn in stout cot­ 
ton bags and find a market. 
Owing to the fact that the Maine 
corn canuers use much sugar in putting 
up their corn harvest hunters and tour­ 
ists who go Into the woods are averse to 
canned corn as a regular diet, to say 
nothing about the extra weight 
and 
bulk of the tin cans and the watery 
ingredients. The old-time hunters pre­ 
ferred the dried corn because it was 
not only light and water proof 
and 
easy to handle in toting, hut it weighed 
about TO per rent less than the same 
amount of corn in cans. 
To prepare canned corn for eating 
required a can opener and other fix­ 
ings, while a handful of dried corn put 
in a dry pan with a pinch of salt and 
a dab of pepper, and perhaps a little 
butter or oleomargarine, with hot water 
enough added to give the mass tlie con­ 
sistency of canned corn, made a meal 
ready to serve upon the camp table in 
a few minutes. Then the bag of dried 
corn was tied up and ready to be taken 
tn canoe or by pack horse to any place 
that could l» e reached by man. 
A y ear ago a party of hunters from 
New York came to Maine after moose 
f nd brought a bag of home-cured corn 
along, and the ancient method proved 
to be so valuable In saving the bulk 
and weight that other hunters resolved 
to add dry corn to their supplies 
011 fu­ 
ture hunting trips. 
Green corn that 
has boon boiled and dried cannot be 
■purchased at any of the supply stores 
in the hunting districts of Maine, so 
the contribution from tbe Ay er farm 
I-roved a godsend. Miss Ayer selling out 
le r entire stock for 8 cents a pound, or 
double the rates charged for canned 
< orn and four times the price received 
tor the ordinary hrosetooth corn from 
the west. 
Meantime the earless cornstalks went 
into the Ay er silo to be eaten by the 
dairy cows, as was planned when the 
field was planted in May.

The causes of decay 
in 
building 
stones are various and depend on the 
phy sical structure of the stone, its 
composition and the nature of the sur­ 
rounding atmosphere. 
The most de­ 
structive agent to which the stone is 
exposed is rain or a moist atmosphere, 
and also in a minor degree wind, frost 
and smoke. 
The air of large towns is 
usually charged with various deleteri­ 
ous acids. These acids are dissolved by 
the rain, which penetrates tin* stone in 
a greater or less degree, according to 
its phy sical structure, and 
combines 
with the constituents of the stone, caus­ 
ing it to decay , so that any contrivance 
that will check the admission of water 
will lie most likely to succeed in arrest­ 
ing decay .—Building World.

“As a chain is no stro nger than its 
weakest link, ju st so the greatest lo ad 
which can be hau led o v er a ro ad Is the 
lo ad which can lie hau led thro u gh the 
deep est mu d-ho le or u p the steep est 
hill 011 that ro ad. The co st o f hau lage 
is, therefo re, necessarily Increased in 
p ro|M>rtion to the ro u ghness o f the su r­ 
face o r the steep ness o f t lie grade.” 
This cost may easily be recko ned di­ 
rectly in time, loss o f temp er, 
and 
weaY“and tHat on the ho rse, indirectly 
It amo u nts to tens of tho u sands o f dol­ 
lars. 
The gro u nd o n which the ro ad is to 
be bu ilt mu st be drained. 
This is v a­ 
rio u sly done, acco rding to different cir­ 
cu mstances, bu t the fu ndamental 
re­ 
q u irement Is side ditches. These, being 
lo wer than the bed of the ro ad, re­ 
ceiv e the water fro m Its su rface as well 
as fro m its body .

Under­ 
gro u nd cu lv erts fro m the u p -hill to the 
do wn hill side o f the ro ad sho u ld be 
bu ilt at freq u ent Interv als. 
If the highway is thro u gh [v "' o r 
sp ringy land su b-drainage as well as 
su rface drainage is an abso lu te neces­ 
sity . 
Dry ro adbeds are as essential fo r 
goo d ro ads as dry p o wder fo r su ccess­ 
fu l fighting. 
If water is allo wed to get 
at the fo u ndatio n o f the ro ad, It u wler- 
mlu es, freezes, and ev entu ally loosens 
the soil. Ev ery bo dy who lias flo u ndered 
hu ll-high thro u gh sp ring mu d kno ws 
that this is o nly too tru e. 
Su bdrains are, In the end, Inex p en­ 
siv e. They may be co nstru cted o f field 
stone, o f logs o r fago ts o f wood o r bu n­ 
dles o f bru sh, o f brick, or, best o f all, 
of tile and sto ne. 
The general shap e o f all ro adbeds, as 
well as o f all finished highway s, sho u ld 
be, in cro ss-sectio n, a shallo w cu rv e, 
o r else a shallo w tru ncated cone.

this resp ect, as well as In regard to 
drainage, lies the su p erio rity o f the 
mo dern o v er the Ro man ro ad. The aim 
to -day is to bu ild a hard, smo o th, well- 
graded and well-drained, waterp ro o f 
and co mp act p av ement on which wheel­ 
ed v ehicles may trav el In safety and 
with sp eed. 
One Inch to the fo o t is a 
su ccessfu l cu rv e. 
The p reliminary grading, after the

means o f the ro ad machine, which may 
lie adju sted so as to sp read the earth, 
shav e it away at the desired angles, 
and ro u ghly whittle the bed to the re­ 
q u ired fo rm.

"cro wned,” o r ro u nded off. ev en if no th 
big mo re is do ne to it, will giv e better 
serv ice than Its

flat, u ndrained

The nex t step is to roll the 
ro ad 
with a heav y steam o r ho rse ro ller till 
the su rface is firm and 
hard. 
This 
p ro cess is slow and ex p ensiv e, bu t if 
we wo u ld keep the water fro m seep ing 
thro u gh and p rev ent wastefu l ru ts and 
washo u ts, it mu st be done. 
In so me 
co u ntry districts where the ap p ro p ria­ 
tio n Is scant, traflic is no w admitted, 
and altho u gh this earth ro ad is the 
least p ermanent highway made, y et it 
Is inco mp arably better than the fo rmer 
u nimp ro v ed, wet and u ngraded wago n 
track. 
Co nstant slight rep airs will 


maintain su ch a ro ad In good shap « 
Indefinitely . 
All so rts o f materials hav e been u sed 
in the co nstru ctio n of highway s. Where 
sto ne Is to o costly , some to p -dressing 
ro lled firmly in tends to p ro lo ng the 
life of the ro ad. 
Sand alo ne o r clay 
alo ne Is u tterly imp racticable; 
when 
mix ed in the p rojior p ro p o rtio ns 
and 
rolled, ho wev er, they make an ex cellent 
su rface. 
Sawdu st, tanbark, the refu se 
o f su gar-cane, straw, flax o r swamp 
grass hav e all been su ccessfu lly u til­ 
ized. 
In the sto ne ro ad the p rocess, as far 
as It goes, is ex actly the same. 
The 
ro adbed 
mu st 
be 
su rv ey ed, graded, 
drained, shap ed and rolled. 
In general, two kinds of sto ne ro ad 
are in u se. the macadam and the tel- 
ford, named fro m the two Sco tchmen 
who first made p ractical ap p licatio n of 
their p rincip les. 
In both, bro ken sto ne 
is rolled to co mp act, cu rv ed bed. fit­ 
tingly drained. 
The main difference is 
that the tel fo rd ro ad has a su bp av e­ 
ment o f hand-laid rocks, o v er 
which 
smaller co u rses of grav el are sp read 
and cru shed. 
In bo th cases the sto nes 
mu st be fairly u nifo rm and angu lar, 
so as to tit to gether u nder p ressu re. To 
cement this mass, water and 
sto ne 
screenings -bu t nev er earth o r clay — 
are ro lled Into the su rface. 
The q u alities req u ired o f grav el to 
be av ailable fo r co nstru cting a 
ma­ 
cadam o r a tel fo rd ro ad are, abo v e all, 
hardness and to u ghness. 
Sto nes co n­ 
taining flint o r q u artz, fo r instance, are 
bad, becau se, altho u gh hard, they are 
brittle. 
Most kinds of granite are u n­ 
desirable, since they decomp ose rap id­ 
ly ; bu t the darker ones, co ntaining 
ho rnblende instead 
o f 
feldsp ar, are 
better. 
Slate and sandsto nes are u se­ 
less. 
Some limesto nes are good, bu t 
the best material Is trap -ro ck. This is 
hard and to u gh. 
In case eno u gh trap 
canno t be go t an inferio r sto ne may 
be u sed u nderneath, and the trap fo r 
su rfacing. 
A sto ne ro ad 
thu s carefu lly 
co n­ 
stru cted is an ex p ensiv e u ndertaking, 
bu t once bu ilt it is there fo r all time, 
and serv es all comers. 
Ov er a good 
road the traffic increases y ear by y ear. 
The Du tch boy who sto p p ed a flood by 
thru sting his arm into the hole in the 
dike u ndersto o d the p rincip le o f water 
wear. 
This same p rincip le ap p lies to 
ro ads as well as dikes. Once a chan­ 
nel Is started, destru ctio n is su re to 
follow. 
A wheel ru t cu tting into an 
u nfo reseen so ft sp ot, o r a p atch 
o f 
loo sened sto nes hiay , if u nmended, be 
the beginning o f hu ndreds of do llars 
of waste. No thing deterio rates so rap ­ 
idly as a neglected ro ad, and few things 
are so easy to maintain in p erfect co n­ 
ditio n if slight co ntinu al p ainstaking 
insp ectio n is allo wed to ru le. 
In some So u thern States, esp ecially 
tho se In the v alley s o f the Mississip p i 
and its tribu taries, bu rnt-clay

sesses. 
Tho u gh mu ch o f this mileage 
has been hastily bu ilt, mu ch o f 
the 
o lder p o rtio ns o f it are as solid and as 
well eq u ip p ed o s the best ro ads o f Eu ­ 
rop e. 
Po ssibly the rap id ex tensio n of the 
railro ads has cau sed the highway s to 
be neglected in o u r newer States. Pro b­ 
ably the good highway s o f Eu ro p e ex cel 
o u rs In ex tent, fo r the reaso n that du r­ 
ing centu ries befo re o u r Western States 
were p eo p led the highway s o f Eu ro p e 
were the o nly av enu es of transp o rta­ 
tion and trav el. The p eop le there bu ilt 
good ro ads becau se they were o bliged 
to hav e them. 
The habitu al u se o f good highway s 
has giv en the p eo p le o f the Old Wo rld 
an ap p reciatio n o f good ro ads which 
we hav e lacked. 
Ru t the ado p tio n of 
the ro ad tax amendment to the Mis­ 
sou ri Co nstitu tio n ev inces an awaken­ 
ing interest which may be ex p ected to 
bear fru it in the steady mu ltip licatio n 
o f good ro ads in the State. 
Ru ral 
mall deliv ery Is a p o werfu l 
incentiv e fo r the co nstru ctio n o f su ch 
highway s in ev ery ru ral 
co mmu nity . 
And as the skill to make them is no t 
lacking we may ex p ect to see a new

This man, u nlike his co mrades, 
who lo o ted the do o med city o f all 
v alu ables which they co u ld carry , p re­ 
ferred to take away with him a re­ 
markably fine sp ecimen o f a Ru ssian 
rat which he had cap tu red. Slu ng in 
a sack u p o n his back, Bap tiste car­ 
ried this strange p et fro m first to 
last of the retreat, the p riv atio ns o f 
which the two shared, with the re­ 
su lt that there sp rang u p between 
them a stro ng feeling o f attachment. 
Acco rdingly on their arriv al safe in 
France the rat acco mp anied him to 
this new ho me. 
Bu t so ldiering had made a crip ­ 
p le o f the v eteran. Rheu matism rack­ 
ed his limbs, so that he seldo m left 
the shelter of his roof, bu t p assed the 
su mmer tending a few flo wers, o r 
sitting in the do o rway smo king the 
p ip e o f p eace, when Vo ltaire (the 
rat) wo u ld sq u at do wn beside him in 
an attitu de ju st like a do g s.

p u rchase meat ends fo r the rat, and 
so back ho me. 
On these o ccasio ns these was no tice­ 
able in Vo ltaire’s co ndu ct a marked 
difference. 
At the to bacco nist’s he 
ju mp ed u p o n the co u nter and su b­ 
mitted to be p etted by madame. Bu t 
at the bu tcher’s he wo u ld hesitate 
on entering, hide behind the doo r, 
afraid ap p arently to co me right in, 
and ev idently anx io u s to av o id the 
sight and smell of the fresh meats. 
Winter y ame, and Bap tiste, with 
stiffened limbs, was fo rced to keep 
the h o use. He shu t 'himself u p w ith 
Vo ltaire, and cu t their ratio ns do wn 
to a p o tato so u p . 
Bu t to bacco 'was 
an abso lu te necessity , so he disp atch­ 
ed the rat each day to get so me. The 
animal wo u ld take between its teeth 
the co p p er p enny fo r the p u rp o se, 
make its way to the st.cre, dep o sit 
the mo ney on fhe co u nter, and re­ 
ceiv e In ex change the p ackage o f to- 
ce“ e in ex change the p ackage o f to ­ 
bacco which it deliv ered p ro mp tly to 
its master. 
Fo r weeks this 
ro u tine 
wo rked 
witho u t a hitch. 
At length o ne day 
he dro p p ed his p ip e and smashed it. 
Calling to Vo ltaire to co me with him 
he set o u t to rep lace the bro ken arti­ 
cle at the to bacco nist. 
To his as­ 
to nishment the animal did no t re­ 
sp o nd, bu t bu rro wed in its sleep ing- 
box . 
Alo ne, therefo re, Bap tiste v is­ 
ited the sto re, selected a new p ip e 
and 
was 
abo u t 
to 
leav e 
when 
madame drew him to o ne side: 
“Ob, 
sir, there is a small acco u nt against 
y ou , if co nv enient.” In v ain he claim­ 
ed that he had p aid fo r his to bacco 
as he bo u ght it. 
The o ther to ld him 
(hat two mo nths p rev io u sly the rat 
came in o ne mo rning and made off 
wlho u t leav ing the cu sto mary p enny 
fo r the to bacco . 
Since then the ani­ 
mal had nev er o ffered o nce to p ay , 
and she, go o d so u l, had gome o n 
charging the amo u nt to y o ltaire care 
of Mr. Bap tiste. 
Perp lex ed and wo rried the o ld sol- 
died settled his acco u nt, and insti­ 
tu ting an inq u iry at the bu tcher’s 
fou nd there awaiting him the ex p lan­ 
atio n of his u rt’s behav io r. 
Fo r two 
mo nths it 
ap p eared that Vo ltaire, 
ev idently tired o f the p o tato so u p and 
hav ing by his diligence made good 
his credit in to bacco , sp ent the mo ney 
fo r his m aster’s smo kes in bu y ing 
meat ends off the bu tcher, who , well 
aware o f the old so ldier’s crip p led 
state, co nclu ded that the animal had 
his au tho rity to do the marketing. 


Meanwhile Vo ltaire had disap p ear 
ed for good. Bap tiste, altho u gh mu ch 
saddened by the 
tu rn 
affairs 
had 
taken, is said to hav e fo u nd co mfo rt 
in the theo ry that, tru e to these high 
p rincip les of ho no r which he had al­ 
way s so u ght to teach his p et, the 
animal had killed Itself. 
It seems, 
ho wev er, ju st a bit mo re „p ro bable 
that this p ro digy of rats simp ly had 
no t 
nerv e 
to 
face 
him.—Harp er’s 
Weekly .

The o ther night Marine Co nant, 
a recru it of a mo nth’s serv ice, was 
statio ned as sentry at the main gate 
o f the Charlesto wn Nav y Yard, Bo s­ 
to n, 
A man ap p ro ached in the dark­ 
ness and so u ght to enter. 
Co nant, 
strictly 
fo llo wing 
his 
instru ctio ns, 
called u p o n him to giv e the co u nter­ 
sign. 
It may be that in so me mili­ 
tary circles in these p ip ing times of 
p eace the co u ntersign has fallen into 
disu se, bu t the recru it of a mo nth 
did no t so regard it. 
Co nseq u ently , 
when the o ther man failed to giv e 
the word he called for it again and 
again, and after the third time, the 
intru der insisting u p o n seeking en­ 
trance, Co nant bro u ght his gu n do wn 
with su ch fo rce as to stretch the 
o ther man on 
the 
gro u nd. 
When 
lights were bro u ght it was fou nd that 
the Inju red o ne was the co mmander 
of a cru iser ly ing at the nav y y ard 
dock. So mebo dy , with a keener mind 
for rank than fo r the rigid discip line 
of the serv ice, o rdered the arrest 
o f the sentry . 
The circu mstances 
w'ere rep o rted to the secretary of the 
nav y , 
who, 
u p o n 
ascertaining 
the 
facts, wired to the co mmandant at 
the Charlesto wn y ard and o rdered 
the immediate release of Marine Co n­ 
ant, with the remark. “I am glad 
there is o ne man in the serv ice who 
kno ws his du ty and is no t afraid to 
do it.” 
This incident sho u ld be widely ex ­ 
p lo ited. 
The marine who swu ng his 
gu n at the head of a nav al officer 
who refu sed to giv e the co u ntersign 
stoo d fo r the sp irit that makes the 
mil It airy serv ice effectiv e. 
It m at­ 
ters net u nder what circu mstances 
the su p ero r o fficer refu sed o r failed 
to giv e the co u ntersign, no r do es it 
affect the p rincip le in the case wheth­ 
er the incident o ccu rred in time of 
p eace o r war. 
Regu latio ns are made 
to be o bey ed, and the inju nctio n of 
o bedience is ev en mo re u rgent u p o n 
the higher officer than u p o n the in­ 
ferio r. 
The marine who insists u p o n 
getting the co u ntersign and who sto p s 
his man when he do es no t get it has 
the stu ff in him that wins battles.— 
Washingto n Star.

their grav es again. 
“Dick Marshall was 
tin» 
o riginal 
maker and p u rv ey o r o f tin» bu tter cake 
as the p ro p er thing to go with a cu p 
o f coffee and he intro du ced it mo re 
than six ty y ears ago at his p lace In 
Sp ru ce street. 
As a y o u ngster I p at­ 
ro nized that establishment and the man 
who baked the cakes 
was 
ano ther 
y o u ngster named Oliv er Hitchco ck. 
“I was wo rking in a p rinting office 
and getting .$4 a week and looked with 
admiring env y on Oliv er 
Hitchcock 
dishing u p Dick Marshall’s sinkers on 
o rder and getting $0 a week fo r it. Mar­ 
shall was kno wn to ev ery bo dy as Bu t- 
tercake Dick, and that p lace o f his in 
Sp ru ce street was certainly a mint. 
“When f say that Oliv er Hitchcock 
dished u p the cakes L describe the 
p ro cess literally . 
The cakes were no t 
the light raised bu tter cakes known to 
Park ro w now which Oliv er Hitchco ck 
in after y ears serv ed at his o wn p lace 
and made p o p u lar. 
Dick Marshall's 
cakes were sho rtcakes, and instead o f 
being baked on o rder and serv ed ho t 
fro m the griddle they were kep t in 
sto ck in a kettle o f melted bu tter and 
dip jied ou t of It by a lo ng-handled skim­ 
mer to till the o rders. 
“Tin* sp ecific grav ity o f these cakes, 
made with lard and stewed in bu tter 
as they were, was su ch that the name 
sinker, which early became their own, 
was easily su ggested as most ap p ro ­ 
p riate, and it has co ntinu ed to be the 
p o p u lar name, altho u gh the q u ality of 
weight was long ago eliminated. 
“While Oliv er Hitchco ck p o p u larized 
the bu tter cake as it is made and serv ­ 
ed to -day . he was no t its o riginato r. 
The name o f the father o f it was once 
as familiar In the to wn as that of 
Delntonfco. 
It was Meschu tt. 
“Fred, Dav e and JIu i Meschu tt had 
first an eating ho u se on tlie Bowery , 
bu t branched o u t u ntil they had famed 
reso rts o f that kind in v ario u s p arts of 
to wn, one on Bro adway 
at Ho ward 
street. 
At the o riginal Bo wery p lace 
the Mescliu fts serv ed coffee and cakes, 
the cakes being the same sort that 
Dick Marshall was serv ing down in 
Sp ru ce street. 
“Jim Meschu tt was a p ractical baker 
and tin* soggy , greasy , indigestible Dick 
Marshall sinker didn’t strike him as 
lieing ju st the tiling to inflict on cu s­ 
to mers, so he ev o lv ed a reciiie that re­ 
su lted in tin* p ro du ctio n o f a cake that 
had no lard in it and that cou ld lie 
baked and serv ed direct fro m the grid­ 
dle, to lie bu ttered by the cu sto mer him­ 
self to su it his taste. These cakes were 
a su ccess fro nt the start and the Mes- 
ehu tt establishment abo lished the ho t 
bu tter kettle and the lo ng 
handled 
skimmer. 
‘T h a t is the bu tter cake that Oliv er 
Hitchco ck p u shed into still greater p o p ­ 
u larity as a coffee and cake p u rv ey o r 
o n his o wn hook and which is tin* bu t­ 
ter cake o f co mmerce to -day . 
Ev ery 
o ne who finds satisfactio n in bis o rder 
o f coffee and cakes as they are made 
and serv ed to -day therefo re owes his 
thanks to Jim Meschu tt. 
He was the 
leader o f it, as Dick Marshall was the 
father o f the sinker that Ills shop 
serv ed to its co u rageo u s p atro ns fifty 
y ears ago .”

York, co nsigned to a Fifth av enu e mer­ 
chant o f p aintings. 
Bu t by the same 
bo at went an ano ny mo u s letter to the 
cu sto m ho u se officials warning them 
that an attemp t was lieing made to 
smu ggle in a chef d’o eu v re 
of 
the 
Du tch school wo rth $4 0,000. 
The p ic­ 
tu re was seized. 
Ex p erts were called 
in. 
They scraiied off tin* signatu re o f 
the artist and fo u nd u nderneath that 
o f Jan Steen. 
The imp o rter had to 
p ay a fine o f 5 0 p er cent 
that is, 
$2 0,000—and in additio n ss.o o o du ty . 
Three day s later, ho wev er, lie sold bis 
Jan Steen (gu aranteed by tlie United 
States go v ernment) fo r the ro u nd su m 
o f $5 0,0(0. Thu s lie made a fair p rofit, 
fo r the o riginal cost o f the p ictm** 
was $14 - To francs p aid to tin* p oo r 
dev il o f an artist.— Bro adway Maga­ 
zine.

Water sp o rts are by no means ilie 
only v igo ro u s athletics indu lged in by 
the boy s o f Hawaii. 
Mo u ntain climb 
lu g is a fav o rite p astime, fo r 
there a re 
|H*aks 4 .000 feet high within easy walk­ 
ing distance of any p art of Ho no lu lu , 
and on the island of Hawaii there a re 
two 
mo u ntains fu lly 14 ,000 feet in 
height. 
No t infreq u ently the Ho no lu lu 
scho ols giv e p icnics on the mo unta in 
sides that the p u p ils may gather la nd 
shells. 
It is on these ex cu rsio ns in 
search o f land shells that the Hawaiian 
scho o lbo y s rev el in the once natio nal 
sp o rt, mo u ntain sliding. 
A v ery steep mo u ntain side is se­ 
lected. where the grass Is long and 
slo p ing do wnward. 
Ev ery o ne gathers 
his o wn ti leav es. The ti leaf is so me­ 
thing like the banana leaf, bu t no t 
nearly so long. 
With a bu nch o f 11 
leav es in his hand the first boy step s 
to the edge o f the side, grasp s the 
leav es by the stems in both hands, 
p laces the leafy p art u nder him and 
sits do wn, giv es himself a start and 
dro p s do wn the edge o f the scenery 
like a flash. 
I was assu red that it was 
an easy matter to regu late the sp eed 
o f descent by merely grasp ing the ti 
steins firmly and lifting them u p ward, 
this acting as a brake. 
1 lo nged fo r 
the thrill o f dro p p ing do wn o v er the 
edge o f a mo u ntain and u p on my brief 
sled o f ti leav es began the descent. 
I 
went like the wind. 
It seemed as 
tho u gh my breath wo u ld be taken away 
fro m me o r that I wo u ld p lu nge head 
o v er heels, to lie dashed 
to 
p ieces 
amo ng the trees below. 
I tho u ght of 
m.v brake and drew u p on the ti leav es 
with all my might and came u p with 
a jerk that jarred ev ery bone In my 
body . 
There I sat, looking do wnwai^ 
almo st |ierp endlcu larly , held in p o sitio n 
o nly by a few leav es resting o n the 
smo o th, slip p ery grass, bu t the sliding 
grass is nearly a foot long, and it is 
o nly o fter it has been rep eatedly slld- 
den o v er and beaten do wn that it ap ­ 
p ro aches p erfectio n in the ey es o f the 
Hawaiian small 
lmy 
and so metimes 
leads to accidents. 
When, fo r instance, 
the thin lay er o f ti leav es wears o u t 
beneath the slide a gentle tu g at tile 
stalks p arts the sled and sends the 
slider whizzing do wnward ill a mo st 
u nco mfo rtable and u ngracefu l manner, 
all arms and legs.
